Louisville, Ky,, Jan. 31.— Au- 
nouncerqfnt is made by the 
Louisville A Nashville railroad 
that it will no louger receive 
shipments of liquor into Georgia 
or Alabama, States which have 
recently pat-sed prohibition acts 
for their entire territory. The 
announcement was received with 
aurprise, and it is believed will 
be followed by action of other 
roads. If so, those States wllj 
become hermetically sealed, and 
will be really "dry" spots for the 
first time in the history of the 
fight for prohibition. 

A nigh official of the road gave 
the reasons for the action, by ex- 
plaining that the right of the 
road to ship into prohibited ter- 
ritory, even though the traffic be 
interstate commerce, has been 
called in question by a suit tiled 
in the Federal Court of Indinna 
affecting the practice as carried 
on between ludiaua points and 
points in Kentucky, which have 
voted agaiust the sale of liquor. 

"The principle having been 
questioned," said he, "it was 
referred to the legal department, 
which advised that we discon- 
tinue shipments into the two 
Southern Stater, which have re- 
cently gone dry, until the Feder- 
al Court passes upon the ques- 
tion, which will probably be in a 
few days. Of course, the traf- 
fic ia unquestionably interstate 
commerce," he continued, "but 
it is held that the State law is 
supreme in this case. At all 
events the road did not caie to 
risk beiug iitdicted by the Ueor 
cia and Alabama courts for each 
separate shipment into the terri- 
tory, bo orders were issued to the 
freight ageuts not to accept the 
business." 

Under recent i!ecisions of the 
Court of Appealh of Kentucky, 
railroads are prohibited Jroin 
carrying liquor shipments within 
the State to counties which have 
gone dry. This decision was 
evaded easily by the Louisville 
wholesale liquor deulers who 
moved branches across to New 
Alb. my, and shipped into the 
dry territory from there, thus 
bringing the interstate question 
up, and causing a ouae to be put 
before the Federal Court in 
Indiana. 



At a meeting of the Madison- 
ville City council on Monday 
night the telephone muss was 
discussed and the Council adopt- 
ed a resolution rescinding its 
action which had ordered that 
the Cumberland Telephone Co., 
pay a license tax of t6000,change 
its scale of salaries to employes, 
etc., or get out of town. 

Attorney Jerrold Johnson, for 
the City, held thut the ordinance 
in question had uever been in 
effect, that it had not been legal- 
ly enacted by the council and 
could not be enforced. The tele- 
phone company was represented 
by Mr. Katterjohn, of Evansville, 
who said hat this company would 
be compelled to take out its tele- 
phones aud leave unless the 
council rescinded its action as 
expressed in the resolution under 
discussiou ; that his company 
Iconld not comply with its terms. 
'The resolution was rescinded by 
a vote of the council and the 
telephone service will be con- 
tinued. ,The city authorities 
will take up the matter of fran- 
chise to be grunted to the Cum- 
berland or some other telephone 
company. At present no tele- 
phone company owns a franchise 
in Madisouville.

Keutucky spends about 2* mill- 
ion dollars on her schools annual- 
ly ; Illinois, 21 millions; Massa- 
chusetts, Hi? millions; Indiana, 
Miunesota, Missouri and Califor- 
nia each from 8 to 10 millions. 

This is equal to about $8.50 per 
child in Kentucky, based upon 
the average attendance ; about 
M2 per child in California and 
Massachusetts; and in the other 
states named, from $21 to $80 per 
child. 

The average child in Kentucky 
gets about 70 days of schooling 
per year; while the other states 
give from 100 days iu some to 146 
days in Massachusetts. 

What are the results obtained? 
In Kentucky 14.8 per cent of her 
native born white male adults 
are illiterates, while In the other 
state* named it ranges from 4.4 
p*r cent down to 1 per cent for 
Miuuesota and 9 per cent for 
Massachusetts 

A further analysis of this com- 
parison gives what 1 think is the 
secret of these results and condi- 
tions, and that is, their depend- 
ence, in a large measure, upon 
that local interest that generally

answer, I will sav that further 
comparison shows that for every 
$100 of property value in Ken- 
tucky her schools get 18 cents, 
while in Maseachusetts her 
schools get 80 cents, and in the 
otljer states they get from 20 to 
25 cents. So, relatively, we are 
not up with the procession. 

These states seem to have dis- 
covered th«t education pays in 
dollars and cents; that it is far 
better to lay up iu their 'ons and 
daughters than for them ; and if 
they have not learned that one 
day's schooling has a value of 
$10. they have learned that the 
time and money put into the 
educated brains of a boy is equal 
to an invested capital of ten or 
fifteen thousand dollars. 

Dr. Hill, Secretary of the Mas- 
sachusetts State Board of Educa- 
vs; "The wage earning 
the people of Massachu- 
setts is 275 million dollars a year 
over the average wage-earning 
power of an equal number of 
people elsewhere in the United 
Statu." 

For this added iucome the 
state spent 18 or 14 million dol- 
lars a year on her schools, wheu 
these wage-earners were iu school 
and for every dollar so spent 
twenty is now the yearly return.

Salem, Ky., Feb. 4 —This 
morning at 1 o'clock 200 masked 
and armed night' riders, coming 
from the direction of Eddyville, 
entered the little town of Dycus- 
burg, on the Cumberland river, 
about five miles below here, and 
applying the torch set fire to the 
tobacco factory and warehouse 
of Henry Bennett and the dis- 
tillery owned by Bennett Bros., 
and destroyed them. While 
part of the hand was I urning the 
buildings and their contents the 
remainder went to the homes of 
William Groves, foreman of the 
factory, and Henry Bennett, a 
partner in the firm, and started 
to shoot through the building. 
- Groves, alarmed for the safety 
of his family, came to the frout 
door and was seized by the band, 
who took him out and tied him 
to a tree where they beat him so 
severely that he was hardly able 
to walk after beiug released. 

Bennett was also bound and 
taken iuto the street in front of 
his home. There the night riders 
started to beat him, telling him 
they would uot let him go until 
he yelled enough. He stood the 
whipping as long as he could, and 
on being told that unless he veil 
ed they would beat him to death 
he called out. His wife by this 
time made her appearance aud 
attempted to rescue him, but 
the outlaws grabbed her aud 
)roceeded to beat her almost as 
severely as they had done her 
husband. All of the victims, 
through painfully injured, will 
recover. The loss by fire is esti- 
mated at about $80,000, partly 
covered by insurance. 

Bennett's- warehouse, which 
was formerly au association 
house, had lately become inde- 
pendent, and Bennett had re- 
ceived frequent warning that he 
would be severely dealt with un- 
less he came into the association 
again.

The 
presence of those men In this prison is standing denial of the as- 
sertion that In this country there Is one law for .the rich and, an- 
other fdr the poor. 

Indeed, It is probable that throughout the United States today 
men of large means and Inflenoe suffer the penalties bf misdeeds by 



legal process more uniformly than the poorer criminals do. It 
must be admitted that justloe makes mistakes In America as'every- 
where else; and the penalties which men pay for their orlmes often 
assm to be Ill-fitting, when Individual case are considered. 

Bui there Is nothing In the general rule to Justifv the assertion 
that there is one law for the rloh and another for the poor. We 
have not yet fallen to that low estate, and it Is to be hoped that we 
never descend to It.— Toledo Cltlsen.

HE KILLED WHITE. 



SMILES ON HEARING VERDICT 

Mother Joint Son In Demand That 
He Be Given Hla Freedom 'at 
Once— Bows Hie Thanke 
to the Jurora. 

New York. Feb. 3 — Adjudged not 
guilty of the murder of Stanford White 
by reason of Insanity at the tltae the 
fatal ahots were fired. Harry Kendall 
Thaw waa held by the court to be a 
dangerous lunatic and waa whirled 
away to the Btate hospital for he 
criminal insane at Matteawan. It waa 
a quick transition from the dingy little 
cell In the Tombs, which had been 
the young man's home for more than 
eighteen months, to the white-bedded 
warda of the big asylum, tucked away 
on the enow-covered aloping banks 
of the Hudson river, 59 miles above 
the city. The verdict came after 26 
hours of waiting, and when everyone 
connected with the case' had aban 
doned all hope of an agreement erer 
being reached In this or any other 

trial 

Protests He la Sane. 

Four hours after the foreman'e llpa 
had framed the worda, "not guilty." 
with the accompanying lnaantty 
clauae. Thaw, protesting he waa sane, 
waa on hla way to Matteawan. A lit- 
tle after nightfall he had been re- 
ceived In the institution 'under com- 
mitment papera. which directed his 
detention "until discharged by due 
course of law." 

No more unwilling patient ever made 
a Journey to a state institution 
Thaw's train on Ita way to Flahklll 
Landing, where a carriage waa taken 
to Matteawan. passed beneath the very 
walls of grim Slng-SIng, but at no 
time alnce his arrest on the night of 
June 26. 190C. had the young Pltts- 
burg millionaire jper held the thought 
that he would tee the inside of that 
famoua prison, »nd he heeded It nut 
Bows His Thanka to Jurora. 

The Brat thrill of the worda oC ac- 
quittal brought Thaw to hla feet la the 
courtroom, and with that l ick of gra.ee 
of action which always haa character- 
ized hla movements, he awkwardly, al- 
most haughtily, bowed hit acknowl- 
edgements to the twelve Jurymen aa 
they were discharged by the court. A 
smile played about hla pallid features 
and there waa every reason to believe 
that he waa entirely pleased with the 
outcome. 

It waa after he had heard the 
worda of Justice Dow ling, committing 
him to Matteawan on the ground that 
hla releaae. In the opinion of the 
court, would endanger the public safs- 
ty, and after the elation of the verdict 
had died away, that Thaw rebelled. He 
commanded hla attorneys Immediately 
to aeek a writ of habeas corpus to 
have hla aanlty tented, before he was 
aent away to the upstate Institution 
where the Insane of criminal tenden 
ciea were confined. 

Mrs William Thaw, rrom her hotel, 
wnere she had received o*er the tele- 
phone the newa of the tr'Sl's end, 
Joined In the demand of her son 

Martin W. Littleton, whoa* conduct 
of the case as chief counsel for the 
defense has won so much favorable 
comment, finally prevailed against the 
wishes of th« mother. Indicating that 
he believed it would be better tor tha 
present to obey the maudate of the 
court.

Alleged Plot to Secure Insurance 
Money and Then Decamp. 



Cincinnati. Feb. 4— Aa the reault 
of an investigation of an alleged plot 
among certain Insurance men and 
traveling merchants to start incendi- 
ary fires in stores opened for that 
purpose, aecure the insurance and 
money and then decamp, two warrants 
were sworn out Monday by the state 
(Ire marsbala for the arrest of Louis 
Levison and Harry Kohn on a charge 
of arson. It la charged that the con- 
spiracy had been going on for about 
two weeks. 

One of the men questioned was A. 
K. Murray, who committed suicide 
yesterday In the Commercial Tribune 
building here by cutting hla throat 
with a raaor. He was closely ques- 
tioned as to his knowledge of certain 
fires of recent date, and the collection 
of alleged fraududent written insur- 
ance. He waa never actually placed 
under arrest, but appeared to be great- 
ly worried over the matter. The 
news of his suicide came Just before 
the arrest of Kobn and Levison. 

The extent of the alleged conspiracy 
la aa yet not fully known, but it Is 
said that more arrests will follow.
